the purpose of handling cylindrical 
packages of silk. Mr. Greenawalt is 
a representativ e of the York Silk 
company and his inv entions are ex­ 
pected to rev olutionize the silk In­ 
dustry in the United States, and a 
company to manufacti re them will 
be ’organized in Mr. 
Greenawalt’s 
home city. 
It is the intention of the 
prospectiv e company to ertct a large 
factory in 
which scores cf 
skilled 
wood workers will be giv en employ­ 
ment. 
From time immemorial 
it 
has 
been the custom of all silk mills to 
fold their finished product, apply hy­ 
draulic pressure to compress it and 
then place it within a paper wrap­ 
per. 
In this sort of package the silk 
has gone to the wholesale and retail 
bouses hav ing 48 pronounced creases 
in ev ery 60-yard pfece. or one crease 
for ev ery one and one-quarter yards 
of material. 
The fact* that the firs* wear was 
noticed at these creases, and the un­ 
sightliness of the paper 
wrapper, 
which became soiled and torn 
with 
frequent handling, led Mr. Greena­ 
walt to plan a cylindrical package, 
which could be 
conv eniently 
and 
neatly handled. 
Working out this 
plan, he saw the necessity of special 
counters and shelv ing for the accom­ 
modation of the new packages, and 
his inv entions were the result. 
Under the new method the silk, 
after being packed, examined and fin­ 
ished at the mill will he wound on 
rollers instead of being pressed into 
flat packages. It will he sold in this 
neat and compact form, and when 
it reaches the retail store the Green­ 
awalt inv entions will come Into play. 
The retail silk trade of the United 
States amounts to about $150,000,- 
000 annually. 
The friends of Mr. Greenawalt in 
this city hope that his company may 
soon get down to doing business and 
that his inv entions may bring him a 
handsome fortune as well as giv e a 
big boom to the silk trade in this 
country.

A suit which means much to the 
Illinois Central 
Railroad 
c om p an y 
was decided at Decatur Wednesday 
and the jury brought in a v erdict in 
the circuit court there deciding that 
Mary L. Enos owns a few feet of the j 
original right of way 
of the Illinois t 
Central railroad by v irtue of paying j 
taxes on and being in possession of j 
the land for twenty years. The prop­ 
erty inv olv ed in this and similhr suits 
is worth $500,000. 
More than thirty years ago the 
Illinois Central was giv en deeds to a 
strip of land 100 feet wide for 
a 
right of way from Peoria to Vincen­ 
nes. 
They fenced in but sev enty 
feet of this, leav ing a strip sev en­ 
teen feet wide on either side. This 
strip has been annexed gradually by 
abutting property owners along the 
entire route, until now the 
whole 
strip is occupied. 
Mrs. Enos’ case was a test of the 
question. Although the attorneys for 
the railroad company would not state 
positiv ely last night that such would 
he the case, yet it is understood on 
good authority that a new trial will 
be asked and that the case will he 
carried up to the supreme court. 
The history of the case from its 
beginning is tangled. The Pekin, Lin­ 
coln & Decatur railroad was built in 
1871-1872, at which time deeds were 
giv en t^e company by land owners 
along the route, to a strip of land 
100 feet wide. One company was suc­ 
ceeded by another until the road now 
is the property of the Illinois Central 
Railroad company. 
When the fences were built along 
the right of way in 1871 they were 
built to enclose only 66 feet of the 
land originally granted the company. 
In 1903 the Illinois Central, after 
it had taken possession of the road, 
put in a row of white posts to mark 
the boundaries of their original right 
of way, including the sev enteen-foot 
strip. In J une, 1906, the road built 
a fence on the line of these posts, 
taking in their full 100 feet of the 
land. 
The road runs through a 
twelv e- 
* 
* 
acre tract northwest of Decatur, 
own- \ 
ed by Mary L. Enos. Backed up by ; 
other people who now occupy the ; 
land. Mrs. Enos started 
suit to force ' 
it to relinquish the sev enteen-foot 
tract. 
She had only $400 or $500 i 
worth of property inv olv ed in the 
suit. 
This is the 
question 
in 
law: 
Hav ing fenced up only 66 feet orig­ 
inally, allowing abutting 
property 
owners to cultiv ate the remainder, 
and to use and treat it as their own 
for a period of more than twenty 
years, did not that take the 
title 
away from the railroad company and 
giv e it to the people in fee? 
Another contention is whether the 
building of the fence cutting off from 
the rest of the right of way the sev ­ 
enteen feet on either side of 
the 
track, constituted on the part of the 
railroad an abandonment of the prop­ 
erty originally excluded by the fence 
built. 
The third contention is that the 
plaintiff held possession under the 
holder of title and paid taxes for the 
period of more than sev en 
years, 
which gav e her a title to the land. 
It is said that a similar suit has 
been begun in Mattoon. The road has 
about 20u miles of track through this 
state, which means that the road will 
lose the title to 800 acres of v alu­ 
able land should the decision of the 
circuit court be sustained. This land 
worth at least $150 an acre as farm 
land, and possibly $5,000 an acre in

i 10. Th e season is a sh ort one, h ow- 
1 ev er, th e lime allowed being only 40 
^ days, or until December 
2 0. As a re- 
| suTt of th e forty-day limitation th e 
j nimrods will not v v ait long after th e 
opening of th e season before seeking 
th e tooth some birds. Th e law pro 
v ides th a t not ov ei twenty fiv e can be 
killed in one day’s h unt. Neith er can 
th ey be killed for m arket nor com 
mercial purposes. 
H unters predict th at quail will h e 
numerous th is season. Th e Illinois 
game commission distributed nearly 


2 0 ,000 of th e birds during tbe las 
year and tbese doubtless h av e multi 
plied numerously. Th e quail 
were 
distributed largely in th e central and 
rorth ern tier of counties, wh ere th ey 
were not so num erous as in th e south 
ern district. Tbe periodical feedin 
of th e birds in sev ere weath er, or 
dered by th e state game commission 
er during th e past faw winters, is be­ 
liev ed to h av e h ad an excellent effect, 
prev enting th ousands of th e birds 
dying from starv ation. 
Owing to th e non -migratory ch arac 
ter of th e quail and th e consequent 
depletion in v arious localities wh ere 
h unting h as been excessiv e or th e 
birds h av e been killed off by th e se­ 
v erity of th e w eath er, restocking !* 
imperativ e and will be kept up each 
year by th e state game commission 
er. Great difficulty h as been exper­ 
ienced in Illinois and oth er states In 
finding enough birds for th is purpose 
especially th ose suited to th e north 
ern climate.
